to the House, and entered on the discharge of his duties. 

The House then proceeded to the election of a Principal Clerk: 
whereupon N. Dodson, was duly elected, and having been qualified as 
the law directs, entered on the discharge of his duties. 

The House then proceeded to the election of a Door-Keeper: — 
whereupon Elijah Wyatt was duly elected. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Casey:— Mr. Speaker, I am in¬ 
structed to inform your honorable body, that the Senate have conven¬ 
ed and have elected the honorable Nicholas Davis, from Limestone, 
their President, Francis S. Lyon, Secretary, David H. Burke, Assis¬ 
tant Secretary, and Matthew D. Thomason, Door-Keeper and are 
ready to proceed to business. 

And then the House adjourned till 3 o'clock this evening.

B. McLellan was duly elected, 
and who being duly qualified, entered on the discharge of his duties.

B. Tun¬ 
stall, Assistant clerk, Wm. B. McLellan, Engrossing clerk, and Elijah 
Wyatt, Door-Keeper and that they are ready to proceed to business: 
whereupon, Messrs. Morton & Vining were appointed said committee. 

On motion of Mr. Pickett, Resolved that a committee of two persons 
be appointed on the part of this House, to act with such committee as 
may be appointed on the part of the Senate, to wait on his excellency 
the Governor informing him that the two Houses are now organized 
and ready to receive any communication he may please to make:— 
whereupon Messrs. Pickett and Mead were appointed said committee. 

On motion of Mr. Morton, it was agreed that the following Stand¬ 
ing Committees be now appointed.

Tuesday, Nov. 16, 1824. 

Mr. Perkins presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Tusca¬ 
loosa praying that a part of said county may be added to Walker coun¬ 
ty which was read & referred to the committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. Fleming presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Madi¬ 
son county, residing at or near Ditto's Landing, praying that a law 
may pass incorporating the town of Whitesburg, at that place, which 
was referred to the committee of propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Barton presented the petition of J ohn Frenier, J oseph J ornin, 
Mauguerete Colin, Fermin Frenier, Ulysis Barnard, and Frank Mit¬ 
chell, praying the emancipation of certain slaves therein named, which 
were severally read and referred to a select committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Barton, Farrar and Pickens of D. 

Ordered that Mr. White be added to the J udiciary committee. 

On motion of Mr. Byler, Resolved that a committee of three mem¬ 
bers be appointed to draft rules of order and decorum for the use of 
the Representatives, and that rules of order and decorum, established 
in 1823, shall be the rules of order to govern this House, until other 
rules shall be established and that 70 copies thereof be printed 
whereupon Messrs. Byler, Bagby and Vining were appointed. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon their secretary : Mr. Speak¬ 
er, the Senate have adopted the following resolution, in which they de¬ 
sire your concurrence : Resolved that a committee on the part of the 
Senate be appointed, to act with such committee as may be appointed 
by the House of Representatives, to wait on his excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor and inform him that the two Houses are now organized , and 
ready to receive any communication he may please to make : they have 
appointed on their part, Messrs. Moore and Murphy. Ordered that 
the House concur in said resolution. Ordered that the clerk acquaint 
the Senate therewith. Ordered that Messrs. Perkins, Camp and Exum 
be appointed said committee on the part of the House. 

Ordered that Mr. Parham be added to the committee of schools, 
colleges and universities, and school and university lands. 

The Speaker laid before the House the returns of the Census from 
several of the counties. 

On motion of Mr. Crenshaw, Resolved, that a committee of seven 
members be appointed on the part of this House, to join such com¬ 
mittee on the part of the Senate as may be appointed for that purpose, 
to apportion the Representation of this state, according to the requisi¬ 
tions of the constitution ; and that a message be sent to the Senate in¬ 
forming them of the same : whereupon Messrs. Crenshaw, Miller, Mor¬ 
ton, Rather, Tindall, Oliver and Hill, were appointed said committee 
on the part of this House. 

Ordered that the returns of the Census be referred to the joint 
committee on apportionment. 
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The Speaker laid before the House the judicial proceedings in sev¬ 
eral cases for divorce, which were referred to the committee on di¬ 
vorce and alimony. 

Mr. Perkins from the joint committee appointed to wait on his excel¬ 
lency the Governor and inform him that the two Houses were ready 
to receive any communication he might make : Reported that said 
committee had performed that duty, and received for answer, that he 
would communicate to the respective branches, at half past eleven this 
day, by way of message. 

A message was received from the Governor, by Mr. Pleasants, Se¬ 
cretary of State, which he handed in at the Speaker's table and then 
withdrew. The said communication was in writing and is as follows: 

Executive Department, Nov. 16, 1824. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives: 

Assembled to consult for the public welfare, our 
first attention is appropriately invited to the contemplation of our pub¬ 
lic blessings. Among these is the prevalence of health which it has 
pleased Providence to dispense during the current year, and which 
claims, in return, our grateful devotion. Our labour if not rewarded 
with profusion, has at least been attended with plenty. We are also 
surrounded by the most gratifying evidences of improvement in the 
social and individual condition of our people. A favourable change is 
moreover in progress, in regard to our pecuniary difficulties; among 
which may be classed that grievous debt which lately held under an 
almost irredeemable mortgage, so great a portion of our lands, and 
kept in check so much useful improvement. By the repeated benefi¬ 
cence of our national government it is now in the power of every man 
to obtain an advantageous release from this debt. The proffered book 
should be enhanced by all, as an act of general enfranchisement. 

While we contemplate our national prosperity and the valuable 
privileges dispensed under our happy system, the example of which is 
now operating with such imposing influence in other and remote coun¬ 
tries, an occasion is presented to which none similar has ever hap¬ 
pened and probably never may; in which are associated the most in¬ 
teresting recollections of our revolutionary history ; and on which you 
will indulge me in offering you my congratulations. It is the honour 
and felicity which this nation enjoys in embracing within its hospitable 
bosom that illustrious veteran stranger, whose early and constant 
friendship for American, and for general liberty and whose seasonable 
aid entitle him to our veneration as one of the founders of the repub¬ 
lic. The demonstrations of grateful respect elicited by the re-appear¬ 
ance of La Fayette on the early theatre of his dangers and triumphs 
do not less truly represent the feelings of the people of this junior 
state. And although our remote situation may deny us in common 
with some of our sister states, the honour and gratification of a parti¬ 
cular visit from this generous benefactor of our country ; yet we may 
observe with the most confident assurance that the same sentiments 
of affection animate every community, however new and remote, which 
is encircled by that empire of liberty which was one of the dearest 
objects of his toils and will ever be one of the brightest ensigns of 
his glory. 
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In recalling our reflections from the enlarged scale of national sen¬ 
timent, to the more limited sphere of our own legislative powers, we 
find there a sufficient field of operation, for the most profound states¬ 
man and the purest patriot. Our state institutions are now receiving 
their first impulses. It is important that these should be directed by 
a correct and liberal policy ; their early errors and virtues become 
alike familiarized by habit, or tolerated from reasons of necessity. 

The concerns of the State University will be fully detailed to you 
in the report of the Trustees, at their approaching session. The per¬ 
fecting and the investment of the endowments of the institution, are 
the principal objects that can be effected until the location of its scite 
shall have been determined. This last is a matter purely within the 
discretion of the legislature, I will only remark that the weighty sub¬ 
jects set apart by the constitution for the next session, seem to require 
this to be acted upon before, or postponed till after that period : to 
avoid the evil effects of blending together questions that ought to be 
weighed distinctly on their several merits. The titles to the lands 
conferred by Congress have been perfected by grant in the name of 
the Corporation. 

It is deemed unnecessary at present to suggest any thing in relation 
to the farther investment of the college funds ; the provision already 
made by law will suffice for such portion of the proceeds of the lands 
as will probably be realized within the present and succeeding years. 

Pursuant to the 2d section of the act establishing the State Bank and 
according to an ordinance of the Board of Trustees conformably there¬ 
to, the sum of $39,667 31 1/4 , being the unexpended proceeds of these 
lands received into the Treasury, is now ready, and may be considered 
as virtually converted into State Stock bearing an interest of six per 
cent per annum, payable half yearly to the corporation for support of 
the institution. This justly appreciated fund is liable to no casualties 
short of the dissolution of the government. Its improvement- its per¬ 
manent security- and its faithful application to the purposes of the 
grant, are all enjoined by the express letter of the constitution of the 
state, as well as the terms of the act of investment. This stipulation 
has for its guarantees the faith and credit of the state, and the whole 
of its productive resources, and also the conscience of every succeed¬ 
ing legislature, that shall act under oath to respect the constitution- 
To question these securities, would be a reflection on the honour and 
good faith of our own government and people - A reflection which the 
wary capitalists of a remote sister state have in a recent similar nego- 
ciation shewn themselves unwilling to make against us. Although at 
a former session (in the year 1821) when the present facilities were 
not fully anticipated , I submitted the idea of a different alternative, 

(and the only other feasible one which has been presented to view 
since that period) of converting these funds into a similar stock of the 
national government: yet the comparative disadvantages of that plan 
will be obvious, when we consider the loss by exchange, both in the 
money and stock-markets - the expense and risk of transmission and 
exchange - and the shortness of the periods of redemption of all the 
United States stocks : to say nothing of the drain of our monied cap¬ 
ital, and other effects on our circulating medium. 
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The three per cent, fund so far as the state was entitled, up to the 
last settlement thereof at the Treasury of the United States amounting 
to $31,711 01, has been obtained. This sum, together with the un¬ 
expended proceeds of the Cahawba lots and University lands, amount 
to $109,213 81 1/4. These funds being applicable as capital of the State 
Bank ; and more than one hundred thousand dollars thereof being as¬ 
certained on the 11th day of J une last to be in the Treasury, it became 
the duty of the Governor, in obedience to the 20th section of the act 
incorporating the institution to convene the President and Directors 
for the purpose of carrying the act into effect. They were accordingly 
called together at this place on the second day of J uly last. I hope to 
be able within a few days to lay before you a report of the proceed¬ 
ings of that body. 

Pursuant to the authority given to the Governor and the Commis¬ 
sioners by the 8th section of the same act, a loan of one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars has been obtained on behalf of the state ; for which cer¬ 
tificates of State-Stock have been issued at par, bearing an interest of 
six per cent, per annum, payable half yearly at the Phoenix Bank in the 
city of New York- The principal to be paid at the expiration of ten 
years, at the Bank of the State of Alabama. This loan has been re¬ 
ceived in specie of the United States coin. 

The particulars of this negociation, with such provisions as may be 
deemed necessary for its punctual observance, will be the subject of 
a future communication. 

The monies applicable as capital of the Bank of the State, derived 
from the sources mentioned amount to $209,213 81 x h , subject to some 
deduction for expense. The other materials necessary having also 
been procured by the Corporation through their President, it may be 
expected to commence its operations within a few days. This small 
commencing capital may be progressively enlarged from the same and 
other public sources, without interfering with the current demands of 
the state, during the present or any subsequent year. 

In giving useful effect to this Institution, and in regarding with 
scrupulous good faith the engagements connected with the funds com¬ 
posing its capital, much is expected from the Representatives of a just 
and enlightened people, who are its guardians. Profit to the revenues 
of the State should ever be estimated as only a secondary object of its 
creation. The more important purposes of maintaining a sound and 
wholesome currency, and of furnishing a safe and regularly productive 
depository of such public funds as are entrusted to the State, to be ap¬ 
plied with fidelity to their desired objects, for the benefit of our pre¬ 
sent and future population. These should ever be regarded as the 
cardinal ends of its being. 

An instrument has been received and placed on the files of this De¬ 
partment, executed by the President and Directors of the Planters' and 
Merchants' Bank of Huntsville, and by a majority of the Stock-hold¬ 
ers, according to the form prescribed by the fifth section of an act of 
last session for amending the Charter of that Bank, and for the speedy 
resumption of specie payments thereby : which instrument gives as¬ 
sent to the four preceding sections of the act, as a part of the Charter. 

By these sections it was required that specie payments be resumed and 
continued from the first day of August, in default whereof to appear 
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by the protest of one of its notes by a Notary Public) the Governor is 
authorized to issue his Proclamation dissolving the Charter. The fact 
of the execution of this instrument, together with the receipt of an 
expose of the condition of the Bank accompanying the same was made 
known by Proclamation. And the writ of Quo Warranto has been dis¬ 
missed at the cost of the Corporation, agreeably to the requirements 
of the said fifth section. It is well understood that only a partial re¬ 
sumption of specie payments has taken place, and the Proclamation 
annulling the charter, only awaits the document required by the act. 

The law of last session relating to Escheats has gone but partially 
into operation. The J udges of the County Courts to whom the act 
had offered the appointment of Escheator, have with very few ex¬ 
ceptions declined that additional office. Not being possessed of satis¬ 
factory information of suitable persons disposed to accept Executive 
appointments to fill the vacancies ; most of them remain unsupplied. 

The principal reasons assigned for this general reluctance is the un¬ 
willingness to enter with security into the official bond required, in a 
large sum, without the prospect of certain emolument. Several of the 
J udges express a disposition to resign their existing offices as trouble¬ 
some without sufficient compensation. 

To give the act its desired effect, a change in regard to the office of 
Escheator will be necessary. This change may be effected by annex¬ 
ing the duties of Escheator to those of the J udges of the County 
Courts, ex-officio, and under the same official sanctions. The Soli¬ 
citors may also be made to render useful service within their Circuits 
in ascertaining and prosecuting claims under the laws of Escheat and 
forfeiture. 

I n some Counties there appear not to be sufficient inducements con¬ 
nected with the office of J udge of the County Court to elicit the ser¬ 
vices of persons well qualified. In other Counties the compensation 
appears sufficiently inviting. Some important duties are entrusted to 
this class of officers, particularly in regard to the Estates of deceased 
persons and the rights of Orphans, which require the office to be placed 
on such footing as will ensure a constant as well as faithful discharge 
of duty. 

Connected with this subject is the extraordinary latitude which our 
law allows to Executors and Administrators: their exemption from li¬ 
ability on their pleadings, the ex-parte manner of their settlements, 
and the facility of declaring Estates in their hands insolvent, with the 
consequences of this to Creditors. These are features in our law de¬ 
serving revision. 

When a vacancy occurs in the office of Sheriff, no person is qualified 
under our existing laws to perform the duties, however great the em¬ 
ergency ; until a commission is received from the Executive , filling the 
vacancy. This has been productive of inconvenience, and it is not 
difficult to imagine cases in which much mischief may ensue, in re¬ 
mote Counties from the Seat of Government. This may be remedied 
by requiring the Coroner or some other officer to perform the duties 
until the vacancy is supplied. 

The responsibilities of Sheriffs appear not to be sufficient to insure 
the punctual holding and returning of elections. Instances have oc¬ 
curred wherein Sheriffs under Executive appointments, have failed to 
2 
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hold the election for a successor, at the "next general election" after 
their appointments and to return such election after holding the same; 
subjecting the public to the delay and inconvenience necessary to the 
correction of the omission. It also may, and often does happen in 
these elections of a Sheriff to fill a vacancy that the officer holding the 
election is himself a Candidate for the office. An impartial exercise 
of this duty would be better secured by entrusting it in other hands. 

Both in the case of Sheriffs and Clerks, it is believed, that instances 
of irregularity have occurred , by the incumbent appointed by the Ex¬ 
ecutive in the one case, and by the J udge in the other, holding his of¬ 
fice over the succeeding General Election These may require a statute 
legalizing the acts performed without the period prescribed by the 
Constitution. There is also another class of cases where similar ir¬ 
regularities have happened, and which may desire like notice. In 
the Counties established since the adoption of the Constitution, the 
first election of their County officers took place at special periods dif¬ 
ferent from the time of any General Election, and from necessity their 
constitutional terms of service expired a fraction of a year before or 
after the time of the General Election. I n some of these Counties the 
officers thus elected, continued their duties during the fraction of time 
after, and in others they ceased so much short of the termination of 
their periods. 

The next session of the legislature being designated in the constitu¬ 
tion, as a period when our judiciary may be farther improved, it may 
now be a seasonable time to provide for obtaining the best assistance 
in digesting and preparing such amendments in the system as may be 
deemed advisable , to be reported to the legislature at the next session. 
This task might be ably executed by the J udges of the Supreme Court 
or by such other qualified committee as the legislature may in their 
wisdom select. I n either case it would be necessary to provide a sui¬ 
table compensation for this service. 

Among the matters which may be considered proper subjects for 
reference and amendment, are those obvious defects in our judicial 
practice which tend so materially to impede the administration of jus¬ 
tice. The course of proceeding in our courts should be regulated with 
no other view, than to the correct and speedy attainment of justice; — 
every thing unnecessary to this should be lopped from the system.— 
However sacred the English judicial and political code had been ren¬ 
dered by the sanction of long experience and by the bountiful encomi¬ 
ums upon it which the student meets with all over the elementary 
treaties on law and government are all unite in appreciating the ad¬ 
vantages effected by or political change; and some improvements in 
the system of jurisprudence also, while was retain a servile adherence 
to many errors in judicial practice of England. It is unnecessary 
to notice the gradual process by which this practice had grown up in 
that country and with it other appendages which render a change 
there impracticable. The mere formality of pleading requires a dis¬ 
tinct class of legal professors. By this division of study and labour; 
and these continued long and intensely something like perfection is 
attained. The multiplication and the support of these professors ac¬ 
cords with the policy of that government, as does the encouragement 
of many other branches in order to furnish employment for industry 
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and talents. In all these respects a different policy prevails here, and 
necessarily a different capacity exists. For it will be no reflection on 
our ablest barristers, to say that they are not, nor can they be perfect¬ 
ly versed in the complicated system of English pleading. Indeed, to 
say there were so, would be a much greater reflection, implying a neg¬ 
lect of other studies of infinitely more value. But we need only ad¬ 
vert to the numerous instances, in which causes are thrown out of 
Court by reason of imperfections in the pleading. Even in our highest 
appellate Court, established through great caution to protect the rights 
of our citizens from the possible errors of a single judge in the hurry 
of the circuit a tribunal where we should expect great legal and con¬ 
stitutional principles to be investigated and settled- even here, we find 
a vast proportion of the cases depending and ultimately determined 
not on their merits but on technical questions of form. Much of the 
valuable time of this enlightened bench is required, not to do justice 
between the parties; but to determine which has the most skilled advo¬ 
cate , in special pleading. 

To correct this grievance, no innovation is wished, nor is ay neces¬ 
sary in the principles nor in the essential forms. We have to do lit¬ 
tle more than to imitate the example of several of our respectable 
neighboring states, in which questions of form never reach beyond the 
threshold of a controversy. There, certainly they should end. Ac¬ 
tions and pleas may retain their present denominations and uses but 
with such precision of form only as will fully apprize the adverse par¬ 
ty of the matters alledged, and form a bar to subsequent claims 
grounded on the same cause.— These are the only rational purposes of 
pleading. The sufficiency of any of the pleadings to answer these pur¬ 
poses, may safely be left to the conclusive determination of the Court, 
on motion. The proper amendments being made instanter, or at 
such times and on such terms as may be deemed reasonable. When 
a cause has reached a final judgment, (both parties appearing) all objec¬ 
tions, both as to form and substance not being previously made matter 
of special objection, should be waived. This is practically the course ob¬ 
served, as is understood, in North and South Carolina, and to a great 
extent in the state of Pennsylvania probably other examples might 
be added to the list. This will at least excuse the suggestion I have 
felt it my duty to make, from the charge of aiming at innovation. 

The frequent escapes of criminals require a more rigid system of 
accountability for officers charged with their custody. A very effica¬ 
cious remedy has elsewhere been found in requiring a prosecution to 
be instituted against the officer in every case of escape, compelling him 
to shew his grounds of exculpation. 

In the cases of African slaves lately pending in the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the two vessels, Marino and Louisa, have been 
condemned, and the slaves taken on board the same, (originally twen¬ 
ty-five in number) have been finally decreed to remain subject to the 
laws of this state for their disposition. Application has been made to 
the judge of the Federal District Court, in behalf of the state for pos¬ 
session of these slaves under the decree, to be delivered to the agent of 
the state, for disposition according to law. This application may be 
expected as a matter of course to be granted at the approaching ses¬ 
sion of that Court. 
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I n the remaining case of the schooner Constitution, that vessel has 
also been condemned ; but sufficient evidence not having been adduced, 
proving the American ownership of the slaves taken on board, (origin¬ 
ally eighty-four in number) they were decreed to be restored to the 
importers. Being since apprized that evidence can be obtained, prov¬ 
ing this fact, and being also advised from respected legal sources, that 
the state not being a party of record in the cause, was not precluded 
by its decision, from filing an original libel and having the slaves 
seized thereon ; provided this were effected before the actual restora¬ 
tion under the decree had placed them without our jurisdiction. 

With this information and advice, I instructed the Attorney Gener¬ 
al to cause a libel to be filed in the District Federal Court, and to ob¬ 
tain as of course the J udge's order of seizure. The libel has been 
accordingly filed, and a quasi order of seizure granted, under which 
the property now remains. 

Having proceeded thus far in attending to their eases, without any 
express authority from the legislature; having also employed counsel 
to aid the prosecuting attorney of the United States, so far as concern¬ 
ed the interest of this state ; I now refer it to your discretion, to de¬ 
termine whether the claim of the state to these remaining slaves, (of 
the Constitution) shall be further prosecuted or not. I submit to you 
the report of Mr. Kelly for whose services as an attorney in the cases, 
were pending in the Federal Supreme Court, the state is much in¬ 
debted. 

By a communication from the Governor of the state of Georgia, the 
running of the divisional line between the two states has been urged. 

No provision having been made on the pat of this state for the ap¬ 
pointment of commissioners to attend to that work, it has been deferred 
until the legislature shall have acted on the subject. 

Another executive communication from the same state has been re¬ 
ceived, accompanied by a resolution for amending the constitution of 
the United States. This is herewith laid before you, together with a 
resolution of the legislature of the state of Maine disapproving this 
proposed amendments. 

I also lay before you an executive communication from the state of 0- 
hio, accompanying resolutions of the legislature of that state, proposing 
to the consideration of the several states a plan for gradual emancipa¬ 
tion and colonization of slaves, on terms not infringing the rights of 
individuals. 

A full return of the census is expected very soon to be ready for 
your attention ; the present being one of those sessions at which the 
apportionment of senators and representatives is required by the con¬ 
stitution to be made. 

The following appointments have been made to fill vacancies, occur¬ 
ring since the last session, and now to be filled by the legislature. 

Edward Kennedy, to be J udge of the County Court of Clarke, in 
lieu of B. Lee, resigned. 

G. W. Brame, to be J udge of the County Court of Perry, in lieu of 
George C. King, resigned. 

J oseph W. Fields , to be J udge of the County Court of Montgome¬ 
ry, in lieu of Peter Williamson, resigned 

J oseph B. Eason, to be J udge of the County Court of Decatur, in 
lieu of James B. Robinson, resigned. 
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J ames Saffold, to be J udge of the County Court of Dallas, in lieu of 
Nathan Sargent removed from the state. 

Resignations have been received from the Judges of Autauga, Mont¬ 
gomery, J ackson and Butler counties so recently that it has not been 
deemed necessary to fill the vacancies until the legislature should con¬ 
vene. 

Having now presented to view the several matters which appeared 
to me to deserve your attention ; I have only to add the hope that a 
temper of mutual good feeling may continue to sooth the mutual la¬ 
bors of those concerned in the duties of our session, and that these la¬ 
bors may be blessed with the fruits which characterize good works.

Wednesday, Nov. 17. 

Mr. Mardis presented the petition of William M. Marr, praying that 
he may be exempted from paying rent on certain land therein mention¬ 
ed, belonging to the state, which was read and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on schools, colleges and universities, and school and universi¬ 
ty lands. 

Mr. Farrar presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Jefferson 
praying that a law may pass, taxing the party against whom judgment 
may be rendered with the costs of the jury : which was read and re¬ 
ferred to the committee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Tindall presented the petition of Abel Pennington, praying 
that further time may be allowed him to pay the balance of a judg¬ 
ment recovered against him by the state : which was read and refer¬ 
red to a select committee, consisting of Messrs. Tindall, Perkins and 
McVay. 

Ordered that Mr. Morton be added to the committee on schools, 
colleges and universities and school and university lands. 

On motion of Mr. McVay, Resolved, that the judiciary committee 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of altering the consti¬ 
tution so as to have biennial instead of annual sessions of the legisla¬ 
ture. 

On motion of Mr. Moore of Jackson, Resolved, that a committee of 
three be appointed to act with such committee as may be appointed on 
the part of the Senate, to superintending the procuring of stationary 
for the legislature during the present session, and that the Senate be 
informed thereof; whereupon Messrs. Moore of Jack. Crenshaw and 
Fleming were appointed said committee.

Mr. Rather preseuted the account of the Sheriff of Morgan county. 
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Mr. Martin presented the account of J oseph H. Ball against the 
state ; also the account of Thomas Martindale for summoning witnes¬ 
ses on the part of the state, in a criminal prosecution; 

Mr. Moore of J. presented the account of J ohn Slemings; 

Mr. Byler presented the account of the Sheriff of Lauderdale county ; 

Mr. Mead presented the account of James Hinson, jailor of Blount 
county ; and also of William Gilbreath; 

Mr. Exum presented the account of the jailor of Limestone county; 

Mr. Gaines presented the account of the sheriff of J ackson county; 
which were severally referred to the committee on accounts. 

Albert G. Ruffin a member from Washington county, appeared, 
was qualified and took his seat. 

Ordered that Messrs. Ruffin Oliver, Pickens of G. and Barton be 
added to the judiciary committee. 

The Speaker laid before the House the decree of the Circuit Court 
of Franklin county, in equity, in the case of Sarah R. Swansey against 
James N. Swansey, for divorce; which was referred to the committee 
on divorce and alimony. 

Ordered, that Mr. Moore of J. be added to the committee on divorce 
and alimony. 

Ordered , that the members returned to this House present their 
credentials to the committee on privileges and elections, and that they 
report thereon. 

On motion of Mr. Moore of J. Resolved, that the door-keeper be 
authorised to contract for a supply of fuel and candles for this House 
during the present session. 

Mr. Tindall laid before the House the decree of the Circuit Court 
of Tuskaloosa in equity, in the case of Nancy Gillespie against A. S. 
Gillespie for divorce : which was referred to the committee on divorce 
and alimony. 

On motion of Mr. Fleming, Resolved that the judiciary committee 
be instructed to inquire into the expediency of increasing the fine for 
sabbath-breaking. 

On motion of Mr. Martin, Resolved that the judiciary committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of repealing the act passed 
at the last session of the legislature establishing J ustices' courts. 

Mr. Pickett offered the following resolution, Resolved that the judi¬ 
ciary committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of provi¬ 
ding by law for the trials of all cases of assault and battery before jus¬ 
tices' courts. 

Mr. Moore of J. moved to amend the said resolution, by striking 
therefrom the word "courts," and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
"of the peace;” which was carried. The resolution as amended was 
then adopted. 

On motion of Mr. McVay, Resolved, that the committee on roads 
bridges, &c. be instructed to inquire into the expediency of altering 
and amending the road law. 

And then the House adjourned till tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 

Thursday, November 18, 1824 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Barton presented the petition of sundry citizens of Mobile, 
praying that a law may pass remedying the evil of compelling witnes- 
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ses to attend distant courts ; which was read and referred to the judi¬ 
ciary committee. 

A message was received from the Senate , by Mr. J. J. Pleasants 
secretary of state, which he delivered at the Speaker's table and then 
withdrew : said communication was in writing, and is as follows : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, November 18th, 1824. 

Gentlemen of the Senate , and of the House of Representatives, 

I have the honor herewith to lay before you the Report of the Pre¬ 
sident and Directors of the Bank of the State of Alabama. 

I n my former communication I deferred making any remarks in re¬ 
gard to the condition of the Militia, until the state of the returns were 
ascertained from the Adjutant General , whose office is remote. 

In returning the strength and condition of the militia for the present 
year a general failure has taken place, and the returns for last year 
are yet incomplete. Orders have been given for correction of these 
omissions , the effect of which will depend on the energy with which 
they are executed. 

I n times of peace this part of the duty of militia officers is much the 
most important they are required to perform; this being the date from 
which our annual quota of arms from the national appropriation are 
to be estimated. The law of last session, with a view of multiplying 
the chances of punctuality in the returns, in addition to the requirement 
of previous laws, by which returns were to be made through the com¬ 
manders of Brigades and Divisions to the Adjutant General, made it 
moreover the duty of the regimental commanders to make returns di¬ 
rect to that officer. A more complete failure has been the result. 

The law of 1822 intended as its title imports, to embody in one act 
all the militia laws extant, has no repealing clause; by reason of which 
defect it is rendered more doubtful than before what previous laws are 
in force, and what are virtually repealed. 

I n such revision of these laws as you may deem it proper to make, a 
provision enforcing the duty of punctual returns deserves a conspi¬ 
cuous place. A given day should be set within which the commanders 
of divisions should be possessed of the returns for their several com¬ 
mands and these should be in the Adjutant General's office by the 
annual meeting of the General Assembly. I am your most ob't

Mr. Baylor, from the committee of privileges and elections, to whom 
was referred the examination of the credentials of the members of this 
House, Reported that the committee had had the same under their 
consideration, and are of the opinion that fifty-eight members (being

the whole number) have been legally and constitutionally elected mem¬ 
bers of the House of Representatives : in which report the House con¬ 
curred. 

Mr. Tindall from the select committee to whom was referred the 
petition of Abel Pennington, Reported a bill to be entitled, an act for 
the relief of Abel Pennington, which was read a first time and ordered 
to be read a second time tomorrow. 

Ordered that Messrs. Creagh, Dinsmore, Fluker and Miller be ad¬ 
ded to the committee of ways and means. 

The House agreeable to the order of yesterday, resolved itself into 
the committee of the whole house, on the message of the Governor: 
and after sometime spent in the consideration thereof, the committee 
rose and Mr Morton obtained leave to report on tomorrow. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon, their secretary : Mr. Speak¬ 
er, the Senate concur in the resolution of your honorable body, ap¬ 
pointing a committee on your part to act with such committee as may 
be appointed on the part of the Senate to superintend the procuring 
stationary for the legislature during the present session, and have ap¬ 
pointed on their part Messrs Casey and McVay. They have adopted 
the following resolution , in which they desire your concurrence : Re¬ 
solved, that a joint committee be appointed to examine into the state 
of the public arms and arsenal of this state ; they have appointed on 
their part Messrs. Casey and Shackleford. Ordered, that the House 
concur in said resolution ; whereupon Messrs. Fleming, Farrar and 
Dale were appointed a committee on the part of this House. 

Mr. Pickett obtained leave to introduce a resolution proposing an 
alteration in the 13th section and 5th article of the Constitution of the 
state of Alabama; which was read a first time and ordered to be read 
a second time tomorrow. 

Ordered that Mr. Baylor be added to the committee on schools, 
colleges and universities, and school and university lands. 

Ordered, that Mr. Metcalf be added to the committee on roads, 
bridges and ferries. 

Ordered that Mr. Watson be added to the committee on county 
boundaries. 

Mr. Rather presented the account of the coroner of Morgan county; 
which was referred to the committee on accounts. 

And then the House adjourned till tomorrow morning 10 o'clock. 

Friday, Nov. 19, 1824. 

Mr. J ones presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of Bibb coun¬ 
ty, praying the passage of a law taxing the party against whom judg¬ 
ment is rendered with the cost of the jury ; which was read and refer¬ 
red to the committee of propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Fluker presented the petition ofjohnj. Burton, praying remu¬ 
neration for bringing Thomas Neely a prisoner, from Warrenton, in 
Mississippi to Marengo county; 

Mr. Moore of Marion, presented the account of David Taggert for 
conducting the election of President and Vice President in Pickens 
county : also the account of Burton Marchbank, sheriff of Marion 
county, for making return of the election of Electors of President and 
Vice President for said county: 

Mr. Moore of J. presented the account of Henry Derrick, jailor 
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of Decatur county, for keeping Isaac Lewis in said jail, which said 
petition and account were severally referred to the committee on ac¬ 
counts. 

Mr. White presented the petition of sundry persons , inhabitants of 
Lawrence county, praying that John Spaniard, a slave, may be manu¬ 
mitted which was read and referred to a select committee, consisting 
of Messrs White, Watson and Mardis. 

Mr. Parham presented the petition of Mary Ann Thurman praying 
that Lewis Tilman, a slave, may be emancipated , which was read and 
referred to a select committee, consisting of Messrs. Parham, Tapscot 
and Skinner. 

Mr. Martin presented a petition and decree of the Circuit court of 
Limestone in equity, in the case of Kelly Stigall against Nancy Stig- 
all for divorce, which was referred to the committee on divorce and 
alimony. 

Mr. Abercrombie presented the petition of sundry inhabitants of 
Montgomery, praying that a part of the state road, leading from Lime 
creek to Coffeville, rejected by the last legislature, may be continued 
which was referred to the committee on roads, bridges and ferries. 

Mr. Parham presented the petition of the Hickory Volunteer com¬ 
pany of Light I nfantry, praying that said company may be furnished 
from the Arsenal, which was read and referred to the military com- 
mitee.

Mr. Barton obtained leave to introduce a resolution in relation to 
unsettled land claims below the 31st degree of north latitude , which 
was read a first time and ordered to be read a second time tomorrow. 

Ordered, that Mr. Moore of Monroe, be added to the committee on 
schools, colleges and universities, and school and university lands. 

Mr. Oliver obtained leave to introduce a bill to be entitled an act to 
repeal in part and amend an act entitled an act to authorise David Peo- 
bles to continue a toll-bridge over the Escambia creek in the county 
of Conecuh; 

Mr. Moore of Jackson, obtained leave to introduce a bill to be enti¬ 
tled an act to repeal in part and amend an act entitled an act to repeal 
in part and amend an act entitled an act to regulate the proceedings in 
the courts of law and equity in this state, passed 14th J une, 1821; 
which were severally read a first time, and ordered to be read a sec¬ 
ond time tomorrow. 

On motion of Mr. Watson, Resolved, that the committee of ways & 
means be instructed to inquire into the expediency of repealing that 
part of the oath prohibiting retailers of spiritous liquors from selling 
to Indians, and that they report by bill or otherwise. 

A bill to be entitled an act for the relief of Abel Pennington, was 
read a 2d time, and ordered to be engrossed for a 3d reading tomorrow 

Ordered that the joint resolution proposing an alteration to the 13th 
section and 5th article of the constitution be laid on the table. Or¬ 
dered, that 70 copies be printed for the use of this House. 

Mr. Morton, from the committee of the whole House, to whom was 
referred the annual communication of the Governor, reported the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions: 

1. Resolved, that so much of said message as relates to Gen. La 
Fayette, be referred to a select committee. 

2. Resolved, that so much of said message as relates to the State 
University be referred to the committee on schools, colleges, and uni¬ 
versities and school and university lands.

10. Resolved, that so much of the same as relates to running the 
line between the state of Alabama and state of Georgia, be refer¬ 
red to a select committee. 

11. Resolved, that so much of the same as relates to amending the 
constitution of the United States, be referred to a select committee. 

12. Resolved, that so much of the same as relates to escapes of per¬ 
sons charged with offences, be referred to the judiciary committee. 

13. Resolved, that so much of the same as relates to the Executive 
communication from the state of Ohio, proposing a pan for the gradu¬ 
al emancipation & colonizing slaves, be referred to a select committee. 

Pursuant to the first resolution, the Speaker appointed Messrs. Far¬ 
rar, Pickens of G. and Camp, a select committee. 

Pursuant to the tenth resolution the Speaker appointed Messrs. Bar¬ 
ton, Exum and Tindall a select committee. 

Pursuant to the eleventh resolution the Speaker appointed Messrs. 
Bagby, Pickett and Merriwether a select committee. 

Pursuant to the thirteenth resolution the Speaker appointed Messrs. 
Mardis, Edmondson, and Pickens of Dallas a select committee. 

Ordered, that the committee of ways and means be discharged from 
the further consideration of so much of the Governor's annual mes¬ 
sage as relates to the State Bank. Ordered, that the same be referred 
to the Bank committee. 

Mr. Parham presented the judicial proceedings in two cases from 
Franklin court, for divorce, which were referred to the committee on 
divorce and alimony. 

Saturday, November 20, 1824. 

Mr. Barton presented the petition of the Mobile society of Litera¬ 
ture , praying that they may be incorporated, which was read & referred 
to a select committee, consisting of Messrs. Barton, Fluker & Dinsmore. 

Mr. Baton presented the petition of sundry persons in Mobile, 
praying that they may be authorised to establish Loto tables in their 
Coffee houses, which was read and referred to the committee of ways 
and means. 

Mr. Merriwether presented the petition of sundry persons, praying 
an alteration in the boundaries of Greene and Tuscaloosa counties 
which was received & referred to the committee on county boundaries. 

Mr. Moore of J. from the committee on divorce and alimony to 
whom was referred sundry decrees for divorce, reported bills of the 
following titles, to wit: An act divorcing Wm.

The Speaker laid before the House the Comptroller's report of claims 
against the state ; which report together with the claims, was referred 
to the committee on accounts. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon, their secretary : Mr. Spea¬ 
ker, I am instructed by the Senate to inform your honorable body that 
they have passed a bill originating in their House, entitled an act to 
restrain disorderly tippling houses, in which they desire your concur¬ 
rence. They have also adopted the following resolution, in which they 
desire your concurrence: Resolved by the Senate, with the concurrence 
of the House of Representatives, the General Assembly will on Satur¬ 
day next at 3 o'clock. P. M. proceed to the election of a J udge of the 
county court of Montgomery county, to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of the Hon. J oseph W. Field. Ordered, that the House 
concur in said resolution. Ordered, that the clerk acquaint the Senate 
therewith. 

A bill from the Senate entitled an act to restrain disorderly tippling 
houses, was read a first time and ordered to be read a second time on 
Monday next. 

On motion of Mr. Green, Resolved, that the judiciary committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of further time being given 
for the return of executions which may be issued from judgments ren¬ 
dered by justices of the peace, when to run to another county or coun¬ 
ties and that they report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Byler, Resolved, that the military committee be 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of so altering the militia law 
to make it the duty of the officers of captain's companies to hold their 
court martials on the days of their next company musters , and report 
by bill or otherwise.

Mr. Bagby from the judiciary committee to whom was referred the 
resolution directing them to inquire into the expediency of providing 
by law for the trial of all cases of assault and battery by the justices of 
the peace Reported that they deem it inexpedient to vest in the justi¬ 
ces of the peace the power proposed by said resolution, in which re¬ 
port the House concurred. 

Mr. Bagby from the same committee to whom was referred a Re¬ 
solution directing them to inquire into the expediency of so altering 
the constitution, as to have biennial instead annual sessions of the le¬ 
gislature ; Reported, that they deem it expedient to alter the constitu¬ 
tion in that particular.

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the state of Alaba¬ 
ma in General Assembly convened, that the following amendments to the Con¬ 
stitution, be proposed for the consideration of the people. Article 3, Section 2, 

The members of the House of Representatives shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors and shall serve for the term of two years, from the day of the com¬ 
mencement of the General election. Section 3rd, The Representatives shall be 
chosen every second year on the first Monday in August, until otherwise direc¬ 
ted by law. Section 5th , every white male person of the age of twenty-one years 
or upwards, who shall be a citizen of the United States, and shall have resided 
in this state six months, next preceding an election, and the last three months 
within the county, city or town, in which he appears to vote, shall be deemed a

qualified elector. Provided that no soldier, seaman, marine in the regular army 
or navy , of the United States, shall be entitled to vote at any election in this state; 
provided also, that no elector shall be entitled vote, except in the county, city, 
or town entitled to separate Representation in which he may reside, at the time 
of the election. Section 12th Senators shall be chosen by the qualified electors 
for the term of four years, at the same time in the same manner & at the same 
places, as the members of the House of Representatives, and no person shall be 
a Senator unless he be a white man, a citizen of the United States, and shall 
have been an inhabitant of this state, two years next preceding his election, and 
the last year thereof, a resident of the district for which he shall be chosen, and 
shall have attained to the age of twenty-five years. Section 13th, Those amend¬ 
ments proposed to the Constitution of the state of Alabama, shall take effect, 
and be in force, from and after the first day of August 1828, and from and after 
that period, the General Assembly shall hold their session once in every two 
years, and no more, except an extraordinary occasions, as is provided in Article 
4th, Section 8th. Article 4th, Section 24th, A sheriff shall be elected in each 
county by the qualified electors thereof, who shall hold his office for the term of 
two years, unless sooner removed ; should a vacancy occur, subsequent to an 
election, it shall be filled by the Governor as in other cases, and the person so 
appointed shall continue in office until the next General election for Representa¬ 
tives, when such vacancy shall be filled by the qualified electors, and the sheriff 
then elected, shall continue in office for two years, and shall again be eligible un¬ 
der restrictions made by law.

are as follows : 

We the undersigned in offering to the world the reasons which prevented us 
from voting on the passage of a joint resolution of the General Assembly, au¬ 
thorising the honorable J ohn Beck, a member of the House of Representatives 
from Wilcox county, to vote at his room for a Senator to the Congress of the 
United States, beg leave to state, that we were not influenced by a desire to cur¬ 
tail the privileges which that gentleman or any other citizen of this state, is enti¬ 
tled to enjoy according to the five principles of our government, but from convic¬ 
tion that the authority given by the said resolution to the member from Wilcox, 
was in direct conflict with the spirit of the constitution, which requires the mem¬ 
bers to vote viva voce, and that it is repugnant to our views of a representative 
government to sanction a precedent which allows the representatives of the 
people to do by proxy, when we humbly conceive they can only do in their 
proper representative capacity. 

Inasmuch , however, as both branches of the legislature had agreed to go into 
the election of a Senator at 3 o'clock, on the day on which the resolution was 
sent to this House by the Senate and believing that less irregularity would en¬ 
sue, from the adoption of the resolution, than the postponement of the election 
to another day, we were induced to remain passive, though we could not yield 
our assent to the course pursued by a majority of this House.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, December 6th, 1824. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, and of the House of Representatives, 

To authorise the due payment of the interest that may become paya¬ 
ble within the ensuing year, on the stock issued in New York, for the 
loan there obtained, an appropriation will be necessary. Whereupon 
no difficulty is anticipated through the operations of the Bank of the 
state in placing the funds requisite to meet the regular payment in 
New York. 

The law authorising the issuing of this stock contains no provisions 
for renewing lost certificates of stock, and for transferring the same on 
books to be kept for the purpose— such a provision is so obviously 
necessary and so usual in the case of all public stocks, that the purcha¬ 
sers of ths stock relied fully on the justice and faith of the state, tak¬ 
ing only an endorsement on the power of attorney given by the com¬ 
missioners to their agent, expressing the understanding that the requi¬ 
site provision would be made by law. 

Accompanied, I lay before you the extract of a letter from the hon. 
Wm. R. King, relating to this transaction. It is due to that gentle¬ 
man, that I acknowledge the commissioners are much indebted for his 
active and assidious attention as their agent, in effecting this negotia¬ 
tion. I am with high consideration &c. ISRAEL PICKENS.

Mr. Oliver obtained leave to introduce a bill to be entitled, an act to 
apportion the Representatives in the several counties of this state, at a 
ratio of 2086, and to divide the state into Senatorial districts accord¬ 
ing to the late census, which was read a 1st and 2d time, and referred to 
the committee on apportionment. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon their secretary : Mr. Speaker, 
the Senate have read three times and passed bills, which originated in 
your honorable body of the following titles, to wit: An act authoris¬ 
ing and empowering the school commissioners of the 16th section, 4th 
township and 7th range, in the district of lands sold at Huntsville, to 
lease a small part thereof, for the porpose of having a mill erected 
thereon ; An act to repeal in part and amend an act passed Dec. 17th 
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1823, authorising Matthew Harbeson, adm'r of Samuel Harbeson, de¬ 
ceased, to make conveyance of a certain tract of land therein named : 

An act to alter the place of selling lands and negroes by the sheriff of 
Bibb county in certain cases ; and have amended the same be adding 
thereto, an additional section, and by adding to the title of said bill the 
words, and Tuscaloosa counties, in which amendments they desire your 
concurrence.

Mr. Mardis from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act authorising the location and sale of certain quar¬ 
ter sections of land granted by Congress to the several counties of this 
state for seats of justice ; reported said bill with an amendment, in 
which the House concurred. Ordered that the said bill be engrossed 
for a third reading tomorrow. 

Mr. Barton from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition of Hugh H. Rolston ; clerk of the county court of Mobile 
county, praying compensation for services rendered by him as clerk 
of the criminal court of said county, ask leave to report that the time 
consumed in attending on the county court, when setting for the trials 
of criminals is on an average about two months of every year, and 
that the duties required to be performed by the said clerk are highly 
responsible in their nature, and important in their consequences to the 
community. That no adequate provision is made by law for compen¬ 
sating the services of the said clerk, inasmuch as the prisoners brought 
before the said court are generally of the lower class of society, who 
are unable to pay any fees which may be adjudged against them. 

Your committee, are therefore of opinion, that provision ought to be 
made by law for compensating the said clerk in all cases, where the 
prisoners brought before the county court exercising criminal juris¬ 
diction are unable to pay the fees adjudged against them ; and to that 
end the committee have made provision for the relief of the petitioner 
in the bill for changing the compensation of the judge of the county 
court of Mobile county, the two subjects being of an analagous char¬ 
acter. Ordered, that said committee be discharged from the further 
consideration of said petition. 

Mr. Barton from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill

And be it further Resolved, That the proof which will be required by 
the Legislature, of such advertisement having been made, shall be the 
oath of affirmation of one or more credible persons, made before the 
judge of the county court, stating as near as may be the day on which 
said advertisement may have been stuck up at the places where, and 
the object particularly, which affidavit or affidavits shall be certified by 
said jute, or in case there be no judge, then by a justice of the peace, 
which certificate shall accompany each petition, which said resolution 
was rejected. 

Mr. Metcalf obtained leave to introduce a bill, to be entitled an act 
authorising the distribution of arms and accoutrements to certain vol¬ 
unteer corps in the county of Madison, and for other purposes, which 
was read a first time, and ordered to be read a 2d time tomorrow.

The undersigned, members of the House of Representatives, who voted against 
the Resolution authorising Mr. Beck, a Representative from Wilcox county, to 
vote in the room for a Senator to represent this State, in the Congress of the 
United States, avail themselves of their constitutional privilege of spreading on 
the journals their reasons for giving that voted, which might be construed to arise 
from a principle of illiberality without an examination of the constitution on that 
subject. And whenever the feelings of liberality, and the provisions of the con¬ 
stitution which we have sworn to support come into conflict, feelings and lib¬ 
erality must yield to that sacred obligation. The Resolution against which we 
voted, originated in the Senate, and we believed interfered with the 14th section 
of the 3d article of the constitution, which gives to each House exclusive power 
to judge of the qualifications of its own members : And the Resolution proposed 
to give to Mr. Beck, a member of the House of Representatives, the exercise of 
a right in his own room, which the Legislature cannot confer; because it is a 
right derived from the constitution, and the exercise of which is derived in a 
convention of the members when assembled together in the character of a House 
to do business; and an absent member forms no part of the House when absent, 
and cannot exercise rights appertaining to the performance of a Legislative act, 
in any other way, or at any other time, then when actually assembled with the 
quorum of the House to which he belongs, as his powers to legislate are derived 
by his election, qualification and assembling, the last of which is as necessary as 
either of the others, and a want of which prevents his being an integral part of 
the House, and disqualifies him by the constitution, from acting while that disa¬ 
bility remains. The 3d article of the constitution reads as follows: Sec. 1. The 
Legislative powers of this State shall be vested in two distinct branches, the one 
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styled the Senate, the other the House of Representatives; and both together 
the General Assembly of the State of Alabama. The 6th article, section 6. I n 
all elections by the General Assembly, the members thereof, shall vote viva 
voce, and the votes shall be entered on the journals. From all of which it ap¬ 
pears clear to the undersigned, that the election of a Senator to the Congress of 
the United States, it a legislative act, required to be done by the General Assem¬ 
bly of the State of Alabama assembled together, and giving their votes viva voce, 
which shall be entered on the journals; and no member in his room, nor until he 
assemble, forms any part of the General Assembly required by the constitution 
to perform that legislative act.

B. Allen, to copy the journals 
of the Flouse of Representatives and of the Senate. Mr. Bagby mov¬ 
ed for leave to withdraw said resolution, which was granted. 

Mr. White obtained leave to introduce a bill to be entitled an act 
to alter the time of holding the next circuit court of Lawrence county, 
which was read a first time ; and the rule requiring that bills should be 
read on three several days being dispensed with; it was read a 2d 
time forthwith; and ordered to been grossed for a third reading to¬ 
morrow. 

A bill to be entitled an act to compensate J ames Pugh, for carrying 
the returns of the election for brigadier general, from Pike county to 
Cahawba, was read a second time, and referred to a select committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Watson, Abercrombie, and Miller. 

Engrossed bill of the following titles, to wit: An act supplemental 
to an act to authorise an extra term of the circuit court of Mobile and 
Baldwin counties, passed during the present session of the General 
Assembly ; An act to amend an act entitled an act to authorise Young 
A. Gray to convey certain real estate therein mentioned, passed Dec. 

30th, 1823, which were severally read a third time and passed. Order¬ 
ed, that the titles be as aforesaid. Ordered, that the same be sent to 
the Senate for their concurrence. 

Ordered, That the House disagree to the amendments made by the 
Senate to a bill to be entitled an act to regulate the sale of slaves by 
constables in the second section, by striking out ten, and inserting 
twenty. They agree to the other amendments made by the Senate, 
except as to the county of Tuscaloosa, in the last proviso. 

Engrossed bills of the following titles, to wit: an act to alter and 
establish the boundary lines between certain counties therein named; 

An act to regulate the mode of taxing costs on appeals taken from the 
decision of justices' courts to the circuit & county courts in this state, 
were severally read a 3d time, and passed. Ordered, that the titles be 
as aforesaid. Ordered that the same be sent to the Senate for their con¬ 
currence. 

And then the House adjourned till tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock. 

Thursday, December 16, 1824. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 

The following communication was received fro his excellency the Governor 
by Mr. Thornton secretary of state, which he delivered in at the Speaker's table, 
and then he withdrew. Said Communication was in writing and is as follows: 

Executive Department, Dec. 16, 1824. 

Gentlemen of the Senate of the House of Representatives, 

I lay before you a communication from the Board of Trustees of the Universi¬ 
ty of Alabama. I am very respectfully, ISRAEL PICKENS. 

To the honorable the Senate and House of Representatives, 

The Board of Trustees respectfully submit their view in relation to certain 
interest of the institution which they understand are now under Legislative con¬ 
sideration. 1st, I n regard to the minimum price of the University lands the 
Board are unanimously of opinion that any reduction at this time would be inex- 
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pedient. The reasons inducing them to this opinion arise out of facts commu¬ 
nicated by those most intimately acquainted with the lands in different sections 
of the state, and with all circumstances connected with the subject. 

One fractional section and five quarter sections have recently been entered at 
the existing price, and it is believed that other tracts will be taken after the pre¬ 
sent expectation of a reduction is done away. It is admitted that portions of the 
lad may not soon be saleable at seventeen dollars per acre, yet the Board con¬ 
sider that the delay in the sale of these portions will be of less importance than 
the sacrifice which would attend a general reduction. Under a favorable change 
of circumstances it is confidently expected that much of the University land will 
command the present minimum. The price of lands cannot now be considered 
as matured; much relinquishes and other public land has recently been in mar¬ 
ket, and more will very soon be offered, a reduction at such a peculiarly unfavo¬ 
rable season is viewed, with great deference, as unadvisable. 

2d, The Board of Trustees feel an unusual reluctance in addressing your- 
honorable body, in relation to another subject, as if affects the private application of 
a citizen to the Government of his country for relief; and it is only under the im¬ 
pression of a paramount duty they owe to the interest of the institution, whose 
concerns have been entrusted by law to their case, that they feel bound to sub¬ 
mit respectfully their view to the General Assembly. The subject alluded to, 
is the claim of Mr. Marr to obtain a release from bonds given by hm for the rent 
of University lands during the years 1820 & 1821. 

The act of Congress passed 2d March 1819, granted to this state the land 
endowment for the Seminary; the designation to be made by the Secretary on 
the Treasury. I n pursuant to the instructions from the Treasury Department, 
dated as early as the 2d Dec. 1819, authorising the designation by the late Exe¬ 
cutive of tracts and determining to direct the reserve of those tracts which were 
selected as part of the complement of seventy-two sections, a list whereof was 
transmitted to the Secretary of the treasury, and a copy thereof retained in the 
Executive office; among the tracts designated as first selected, was the land 
leased to Mr. Murr, as well as the lands leased to many other lessees. 

An act of assembly passed Dec. 17, 1819, no doubt for the purpose of realiz¬ 
ing as early as possible the benefit of the selection authorised by the Treasury 
Department, to be made by the Executive, which act authorises the Governor 
to appoint three commissioners in which county wherein any of the tracts were 
situate, to lease the same at public auction, and to take bonds for the rent. Pur¬ 
suant to this act, the lands were leased in all the counties wherein they were situ¬ 
ate, or as far forth as was practicable. Among these are cases of Mr. Marr; from 
the rent of which he has asked relief. The amount for which the lands rented 
in the years 1820 & 1821 was in all not much short of ten thousand dollars. I n 
the case of Mr. Marr's lease the trustees are unapprized of anything which sold 
distinguish his case from all other cases. He does not pretend that he had not 
the full enjoyment of his term agreeably to the stipulation. The tract leased to 
him was among the earliest selections made by the state, and was reserved from 
sale of lands at Tuscaloosa at the first sale there in 1821 by the directions of the 
Treasury Department. It is true that none of the University lands have been 
perfected by patent until since the last session. 

Should the Legislature in its wisdom grant relief to the present applicant, a 
similar relief will be due to numerous others who will of course on equal ground 
apply; and also those who have paid rent will have a just claim to your impar¬ 
tial notice. By order of the Board unanimously, ISRAEL PI CKENS, Pres't

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the state 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, that hereafter every charge of bestiali¬ 
ty, incest, fornication, or adultery, made by any person of this state against any 
white female ; shall be placed on the same footing as other charges of a criminal 
nature, for which an action will lie according to the rules and principles of com¬ 
mon law, and that all and every white female or females for whom an action would 
lie, for the speaking of scandalous words, may have and maintain an action of 
slander for speaking of words containing a charge of the commission of the offen¬ 
ces aforesaid, or any of them ; subject to the like principles and regulations as 
are observed in other actions for slanderous words. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that should any female be charged with liv¬ 
ing in adultery, fornication of incest, or be charged with any individual or single 
act of adultery, fornication, bestiality or incest, that the person or persons so of¬ 
fending shall be answerable as pointed out in the first section of this act. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, that thereafter, it shall be actionable to call 
any white female, being in this state, a whore, a harlot, or to use any words of 
and concerning such female, which imply a charge of unchaste or adulterous con- 



cuct. Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, that hereafter it shall be actionable to 
charge any person being in this state, with incest or bestiality. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, that hereafter it shall be actionable to charge 
any married man, being in this state, with the commission of adultery.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
state of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That hereafter if any person 
or persons within this state, shall be guilty of any riot, rout or affray, unlawful 
assembly, or breach of the peace, the person or persons so offending or commit¬ 
ting any f the offences aforesaid, shall be answerable as hereinafter pointed out 
by this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, that if any of the offences aforesaid should 
be committed by any person ro persons within this state, in the presence of any 
justice of the peace, or should any justice of the peace be informed on oath, that 
any person or persons have been guilty of any of the aforesaid offences, that then 
or in either case it shall be the duty of said justice of the peace, to issue a war¬ 
rant directed to any sheriff or constable of his county, commanding to apprehend 
the persons or persons guilty of any of the offences aforesaid, and to bring the 
person or persons so offending before him or some other justice of the peace, at 
such time and place as said justice shall point out, and it shall be the duty of such 
sheriff of constable to summon twelve jurors to attend at the time and place di¬ 
rected by said justice as aforesaid, who, after being sworn by said justice shall 
proceed to punish each offender by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars, and on 
the default of the payment thereof, shall be imprisoned not exceeding ten days. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, that the fines arising by the provisions of 
this act, shall, when collected, by paid into the county treasury. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, that nothing in this act shall be so constru¬ 
ed as to authorise the trial of assaults and batteries with intent to kill or the crime 
of mayham in the manner herein provided for the trial of inferior offences. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, that if an y person or persons be guilty of 
any of the offences numerated in the first section of this act, and should not be 
tried according to the provisions hereby enacted, the person or persons so offend¬ 
ing shall be nevertheless punished as heretofore by the rules and principles of 
the common law. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, that when any persons shall be fined as 
aforesaid and not able to pay said fine, may be exonerated from imprisonment by 
giving bond with approved security, payable so the county treasurer, or his suc¬ 
cessors in office, for the payment of said fine and cost, which bond shall be made 
payable ninety days after date. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, that each constable shall be entitled to re- 



ceive the sum of twelve and a half cents for each juror he may summon in pur¬ 
suance of this act, which shall be taxed in the bill of costs, and collected from 
the party convicted.

Speaker, the Senate have read three time and passed a joint resolution 
originating in their House, entitled a resolution explanatory of an act, 
entitled an act for the relief of the people of the state of Alabama, in 
which they desire your concurrence. On motion of Mr. Mead, Re¬ 
solved unanimously by, that the thanks of the House be and are hereby 
presented to the honorable Samuel Walker, speaker of this House for 
the able and impartial manner in which he has discharged the duties 
of the chair. 

A message from his excellency the Governor, by J ames I. Thorn¬ 
ton, Secretary of State, which is as follow: 

Board of Trustees of the University of the State of Alabama, Dec. 24, 1824 
Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives. 

The board of trustees respectfully submit herewith their annual 
report, of the finances of the institution.

Which said message with the accompanying document was ordered 
to lie on the table. The House insist on their disagreement to the 
amendments made by the Senate to a bill to be entitled an act to au¬ 
thorise the quarter master general to repair the state arsenal, which 
was laid on the table. 

Engrossed bill from the Senate to be entitled, an act to amend the 
attachment laws of this state, was read a 3d time and passed. Ordered 
that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Mr. Ruffin from the committee on enrolled bills, Reported that they 
had examined and found correctly enrolled, bills of the following titles, 
to wit: an act to provide for the payment of petit jurors in the coun¬ 
ties therein named, and for other purposes ; An act concerning the Afri¬ 
can slaves lately ordered by the District court of the United States, in 
this state to be sold, and for other purposes ; Memorial to the Congress 
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of the United States, respecting the sale of relinquished lands ; Reso¬ 
lution explanatory of an act for the relief of the people of Alabama ; 

Memorial of the legislature of the state of Alabama on the subject of 
the claims of Col. Samuel Dale; Resolution to ascertain the mode of 
voting most acceptable to the people ; An act to amend the attachment 
laws of this state ; An act for the relief of Thomas B. Tunstall ; J oint 
Resolution authorising the Door-keeper of the Senate to take charge 
of the public furniture. 

Mr. Baylor from the committee of conference on the bill to raise a 
revenue for the year 1825, have considered of the same & have agreed 
to recommend to their respective houses a tax of four hundred dollars 
on billiard, ad keno tables, in which the house concurred. 

On motion of Mr. Creagh, Resolved that the committee appointed on 
the part of this House, to act with such committee as may be appointed 
on the part of the Senate, to wait on his excellency the Governor, and 
inform him that they have completed the business before the, and to 
know if he has any further communication to make, and that they are 
now ready to adjourn sine die. 

The House concur in the amendments made by the Senate to the bill; 
entitled, an act making appropriations for certain claims against the 
state, except the striking out of the 37, 40, and 44th sections of said 
bill, to which they disagree. Mr. Moore of j. moved to amend said 
bill by way of engrossed rider, which was carried. Mr. Mead moved 
further to amend said bill, which was carried. Ordered that the clerk 
acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Engrossed Resolution from the Senate, explanatory of act for the 
relief of the people of the state of Alabama, was read a 3d time and 
passed. Ordered that the clerk acquaint the Senate therewith. 

Mr. Ruffin from the committee on enrolled bills, Reported that they 
have examined and found correctly enrolled bills of the following titles 
to wit: An act to alter the 3d, 4th and 5th judicial circuits, and fix 
the time of holding the courts therein; and An act giving a lien on 
vessels in certain cases. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon their secretary: Mr. Speaker 
the Senate concur in the report of the committee of conferrence, ap¬ 
pointed on the part of the Senate to act with the committee appointed 
on the part of your honorable body, on the subject of disagreement 
between the two houses, in relation ot the amendment made by the 
Senate to the bill to be entitled, an act to alter the 3d, 4th and 5th ju¬ 
dicial circuits and fix the times of holding courts, therein, which report 
recommends that the Senate recede from their amendment to the 2d 
section of the bill, and proposes an additional section to come in after 
the said 2d section. 

Mr. Moore of mar. obtained leave of absence during the remainder 
of the session. Mr. Weissinger moved that the amendments proposed 
by him to the bill, making an appropriation for the improvement of the 
navigation of the Tennessee River, be spread on the journal. Ordered 
that the same be done accordingly. 

Sec. And be it further enacted, that J ohn Durden, Gabriel, Benson, Thomas 
M. Oliver, and J ohn Henry, be, and they are hereby appointed Commissioners 
to survey the Cahawba River, and employ an engineer for the purpose of making 
a survey of the Cahawba River, under such rules and restrictions as are prescri¬ 
bed in the first section of this act, and the sum of five hundred dollars is hereby 
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appropriated for that purpose, to be paid on the certificate of said commission¬ 
ers at the Bank of the state of Alabama ; and it shall be the duty of said com¬ 
missioners and engineer employed as aforesaid to make a report to the next 
session of General Assembly as prescribed in the foregoing sections of this act. 

Ordered, on motion of Mr. Miller of Madison, and Mr. Peyton of 
J ackson, that the following reasons be spread on the J ournals of this 
House, for their vote against the memorial addressed by this Legisla¬ 
ture to the Congress of the United States, praying that body to pay 
Col. Samuel Dale for certain services rendered, and losses said to have 
been sustained by him during the late war; 1st, Because they believe 
the course by memorial on this occasion, to be ain improper one. 2d, 

That though they have no doubt of valuable services having been ren¬ 
dered by Col. Dale, yet they have no evidence to induce them to be¬ 
lieve that the subject of the memorial actually sustained any losses, ei¬ 
ther by operation of our armies or by the incursions of the enemy. 

And then the House adjourned till 3 o'clock this evening. 

Evening Session, 3 o'clock. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Casey: Mr. Speaker, the Senate in¬ 
sist on their amendments to the bill entitled, An act making appropri¬ 
ations for certain claims against the state, by striking out the 37, 40, 
and 44th sections thereof. The have appointed a committee on their 
part, consisting of Messrs. Casey and Powell, to confer with such com¬ 
mittee as may be appointed on the part of your honorable, in relation 
to said disagreement, in which they desire your concurrence. And 
then he withdrew. The House appointed a committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Moore of J. Morton and Tindall to confer with the committee 
appointed on the part of the Senate, in relation to the disagreement of 
the two houses, on a bill to be entitled, an act making appropriations 
for certain claims against the state. Ordered that the clerk acquaint 
the Senate therewith. 

Mr. Moore from the joint committee of conferrence on the part of 
the House of Representatives, to confer with the committee on the part 
of the Senate, on the disagreement between the two houses on a bill 
making appropriations for certain claims against the state, Reported 
that they had met the committee of the Senate and agreed to recom¬ 
mend to the two houses, the following section at the end of the bill. 

And be it further enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the Comptroller to is¬ 
sue his warrant on the Treasury, for the appropriations with the vouchers estab¬ 
lishing the same, pursuant to the existing law. 

Message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon their secretary: Mr. Speaker, 
the Senate concur in the report of the committee of conference on the 
disagreement between the two houses on the bill entitled, an act mak¬ 
ing appropriations for certain claims against the state.

first section of an act entitled an act amendatory to the laws now in force for the 
relief of insolvent debtors, passed J une 15, 1821; An act to authorize the citizens 
of Florence to raise a sum of money to procure water for the use of said town. 

A message from the Senate by Mr. Lyon, their Secretary: Mr. Speaker, the 
Senate have adopted the following resolution, in which they desire your concur¬ 
rence ; Resolved, that there be a committee of three members, appointed on the 
part of the Senate, to act with such committee as may be appointed on the part 
of the House of Representatives, to inform his excellency the Governor, that the 
Legislature will have finished the business before them, and will be ready to ad¬ 
journ sine die this evening by six o'clock, if his excellency has not further com¬ 
munication to make. They have appointed on their part Messrs. McVay, Casey 
and Devereux. 

The House of Representatives concur in the Resolution of your honorable bo¬ 
dy, and have appointed Messrs. Farrar, Rather and Miller a committee to act 
with the committee appointed on the part of the Senate, to wait on his excellen¬ 
cy the Governor, and inform him that the Legislature will have finished the bu¬ 
siness before, them, and will be ready to adjourn sine die this evening at 6 o'clock, 
if his excellency has no further communication to lay before them. 

Mr. Creagh, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported that they have ex¬ 
amined and found correctly enrolled, a bill to be entitled, An act to raise a rev¬ 
enue for the year 1825. 

A message was received from his excellency the Governor, by J as. I. Thorn¬ 
ton, Secretary of State, and is as follows: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, Dec. 25, 1824. 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, 

I herewith return to the House of Representatives, in which it originated, a 
bill this day presented to me, entitled an act for the better regulation of persons 
of colour, within the counties of Mobile and Baldwin, with the following reasons 
for nor approving the same : Both the preamble of the bill, and the necessary ef¬ 
fect of the heavy tax on each free person of color, ($100) together with the 
strong sanctions under which its payment is enforced, declare this bill to be a 
measure for preventing this description of persons from migrating to, or continu¬ 
ing within that portion of the state included by the counties named, whether they 
may have been citizens of other states of this Union or not. Viewing it in this 
light, I cannot reconcile int with the first clause of the second section of the fourth 
article of the constitution of the United States, which provides that citizens of 
each state shall be entitled to all the privileges and immunities of citizens of the 
several states. This question has substantially been determined by a legislative 
precedent of very high authority ; and for the purpose of obtaining the authority 
necessary to pass laws of the description of this bill, a proposition has been made 
by the Legislature of one of our neighboring states to amend the constitution of 
the United States in this particular; which proposition is one among the docu¬ 
ments laid before you at the commencement of this session.
